might be put. About 50 operators, 
most of them members of the associ- 
atioTi, were present.

of dust from them, says David Wilson, 
in a discussion of this subject. -The 
heavier particles settle on the. floor, 
but the very fine ami light particles 
adhere to tne roof and sides and tim- 
bers whicn secure them-. In course of 
time the main loads become cor.ted 
with a thick layer of coal dusX over 
their entire length. The dust on the 
floor is moved at intervals, because it

ciing of soot, ,*md is not movoii at all, 
but allowed to accumulate, it is this 
line dust that is said to be most

flammable. 


An inflammable mixture is formed by 


introducing one pound of this dust in 
160 cubic feet of air.

These deposits of dust may be sud- 


nt-nly displaced and thrown into the 
air in a thick cloud, under certain cir- 
cumstances. The rapid velocity of the 
air-currents rather favor than prevent 
tlie'so acctimrnulations of Just.

displacement of the dust may be caus- 
ed by any great shock, such as 
is 


caused by a large fail of roof, the flr- 
irg of i heavy shot, a blown-out shot, 
or by the rush of air produced by an 
explosion of firedamp and air.;with or 
without coaldust.

It is believed that .the. prodnctb of 


combustion oE certain kinds of explo- 
sives are an important factor in. coal 
dust explosions, because it-IB possible 
that they form chemical compounds 
by uniting with the carbon in the coal 
dust, thereby themselves becoming ex 
plosive. In an entry, where many 
heavy shoes are fired in rapi'f succes 
tion, there is hear enough developed 
for this conversion.
